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Farm, Gardon and Homo. 

Good sweet milk contains one-fourth 
more sugar than butter; this ;mgar 
turns to acid, and if thi.s acid is too 
much developed before churning the 
coveted nronia is destroyed. 

The following may be accepted as 
an approximate to the average quanti- 
ties of milk given by the different 
breeds of cows; Natives produce an- 
nually 1791 pounds: Jersey, 3820; 
Ayrshire, -1300; Holstein, 1,527. 

Ashes are, for many soils, a stand- 
ard fertilizer. Places where a tree or 
brush-heap has been burned often show 
the effects of the manuring for years, 
[t is an old saving; "The land never 
forgets ashes/' 

In tiermany the dairyman sends 
butter through the mail to the con 
sumer'a table. In Winter it is sent in 
parchment paper and wrapped in com- 
mon paper; in Summer in tin cans or 
wooden boxes made expressly for that 
purpose. 

In the process of dressing hogs for 
English bacon the hair is removed by 
being singod, instead of being scalded 
ofl; therefor the animals must not be 
too fat or cluifl'y. Hogs suitable for 
making thi.s singed bacon, for which 
there is a growing demand, are a cross 
with the pure Berkahircs. 

Any land which will grow good corn 
or wheat will grow raspberries. The 
ground should be well ploughed and 
receive a liberal coating of manure be- 
fore planting. Plant blackcaps seven 
by three feet, if set in rows, and five 
feet each way, if in hills, so that tlie\ 
run be cultivated each way. 

A lady who has raised a large num- 
ber of hens says that after vainly try- 
ing the recommended remedies for lice, 
she has hit. upon the plan of giving 
thorn once or twice a week a largo loaf 
of Graham Hour, in which a handful of 
sulphur has been mixed. Th» hens 
like it, and freed from lice and kept 
healthy through the- season. 

A correspondent writes that light in 
a milk room is injurious to the color of 
cieani. He recommends coloring cream 
by mixing one-half pint of-tlark molas 
sea in a milking of 100 quarts. This 
will cause the cream to rise better, and 
the butter will have a rich color and 
pleasant taste, besides working bettor. 
The butter must have an ounce of salt 
to the pound, and if "gilt edge" must 
have three ounces of annatio coloring 
to 100 gallons of cream. 

SQUASH FRITTERS. 

One pint cooked squash, one pint 
milk, two eggs, a little salt. Flour to 
make them turn easily on the griddle. 

BAKED APPLES Oli PEA HS. 

If large rut in half and put in a 
deep dish with a little water. Sprinkle 
them with sugar and a few cloves, a 
little ginger or cinnamon, and cover 
close and bake till tender. 

A NICE WAY OF COOKING COLD MEATS. 

Chop the meat fine, season with salt, 
pepper, a iittle onion or else tomato 
catsup. Kill a tin bread-pan two 
thirds full; rover it over with mashed 
potato which has been salted and has 
milk in it; lay bits of butter over the 
top and set into a Dutch or stow oven 
for fifteen or twenty minutes. 

EGGPLANTS AC C RAT IN. 

Peel and cut them in slices length- 
wise; arrange them in layers on a well 
buttered tin (previously rubbed with 
garlic or onion.) Put between each 
layer a sprinkling of tine bread crumbs 
chopped parsley, sweet herbs, pepper 
and salt to taste. Pour over them 
some liquified butter; add a sprinkling 
of grated Parmesan cheese and a few 
baked bread crumbs. Bake in the oven 
and brown with a Salamander. 

ITALIAN CHEESE. 

Boil a knuckle of veal; when perfect- 
ly cooked, strain the liquor, remove 
the fat, take out the bones, chop the 
meat line; add one grated nutmeg, one 
half ounce each of cloves, allspice, and 
pepper. Put the entire mixture on the 
tire to simmer gently, and, when the 
liquor becomes jelly, pour into a 
mould, and let it remain until the next 
day. You may line the mould with 
hard boiled egg cut in slices. This is 
very nice for tea. 

FRENCH THRIFT. 

Even the domestic servants contrive 
to save money- They deny themselves 
all but the necessaries of life. The 
head servant of an acquaintance of 
mine has saved enough to bring him in 
three thousand dollars a year. lie has 
been for twenty-live years in the same 
situation, and docs his duty as strictly 
as he did the first day of his service. 
He seldom goes out, never take.s any- 
thing between bis meals, and all he 
ijains is carefully put aside. I have 
met with so many examples that I am 
bound to believe this thrift to be the 
rule. A careful observer, who has or 



casion to mix with the middle classes 
in France, will be even more struck by 
the qualities I have indirated. The 
whole mode of living is made subset' 
vient to the children; the baby lias; 
hardly seen daylight before tin 1 parents 
are already saving for him. Ferry 
child's future is provided for at his 
cradle by the earnest efforts of his par- j 
ents, and it is rarely their fault if they 
do not succeed. Tne better paid artis- j 
ana in towns and cities air the only 
improvident people to be met with.

/. IXI> REFORM AXD FAUi 
Tit A 1>K. 

A Loiiiloii correspondent Mtys. While 
the Fair Trado movement has not in 
any way lost its hold upon the masses, 
the Land J.-ieform question is rapidly 
coining to the front, both in England 
and Scotland. Farmers wholmvo thresh- 
ed their wheat find that the yield in 
even smaller than they anticipated, and 
tho gloom in the agricultural districts 
i.s almost unparalleled. To make mat- 
ters worse the Australian Steamship 
Company has just shown that it is pos- 
sible to ship beef and mutton from the 
Antipodes and to land them in good 
condition in our markets, and a num- 
ber of large vessels are being fitted up 
ou the refrigerator plan specially for 
this trade. The farmer thought things 
had surely reached their worst when 
the United States and Canada began 
to pour their surplus wheat and cattle 
into Liverpool and London; but now 
that Australia, the continent par ex 
cMence of bullock pastures and sheep 
walks, has taken up the business, he 
can see nothing bet ween him and ruin 
except a radical measure of land re 
form. The Aberdeenshire farmers t-s 
C i m ate that the fall in the price of beef 
represents a loss to them of .£180,000 
a year. Hundreds of fanners have al 
ready pulled up stakes and (locked into 
the manufacturing centres, only to in- 
crease the depression then.'. Those who 
are still struggling on their farms agree 
that the Government must step in at 
once and deal with the question once 
for all, and it is well known that Mr. 
Gladstone 'is ambitious to crown his 
life's work with a Land Reform Hill of 
.stupendous proportions. The Radicals 
have done their best to encourage the 
demand for a Land Hill, and oi late the 
Ministerial organs, like the London 
Daily News, have been printing letters 
from special correspondents sent into 
the Provinces to make the most of tho 
farmers' side of the ease. Everything 
betokens an early attempt on the part 
of the Ministry to grapple with the 
question, and unless a great leader 
springs up in the Fair Trade ranks 
Land Reform will probably overshad- 
ow that Tory movement. Various or- 
ganizations representing English and 
Scotch farmers have prepared drafts of 
land bills, winch agree upon the follow- 
ing planks: Tho abolition of entail 
and primogeniture ; cheap transfer and 
registration ; freedom of sale by the 
tenant of the right and goodwill of the 
holding ; the abolition of restrictions in 
leases by which the owner of the soil 
regulates cropping; compensation for

claination of wastes; tho total abolition 
of tho garuo laws and of hypothetic dis- 
traint ; fair rents, to be fixed bv the 
County Courts. Tho political head- 
quarters of the Fair Trade movement 
are at the BeaconaGeld Club, Pali Mull. 
Its chief missionary among the work 
men is Captain Bedford Pin;, a retired 
naval officer, and minor prophets of the 
same stamp are employed, while of Par- 
liamentary leaders tho most prominent 
spokesmen are Lord Randolph Church- 
ill and Mr. Ash mead Bartlett. 



THE BOERS. 



Judging from the tone of the Times 
and the Standard, renewed hostilities 
with the Hoers seem probable. The 
Times has a very blustering editorial, 
saying that if the convention were not 
ratified by November 9th the Queen's 
sovereignty would revive, and that Sir 
Evelyn Wood had 11,000 men in read 
iness to assert England's authority 
again. Tho Boers telegraphed direct 
ly to Mr. Gladstone. They complain 
that they have been treated by Eng- 
land as an uncivilized nation and ob- 
ject to the debt created by England 
since the annexation by Sir Theophilus 
Shepstone being imposed upon them. 
The Pieter-Maritzburg correspondent of 
the Daily News believes that if conces- 
sions are made in the direction of trust- 
ing the Boers with respect to their 
treatment of the natives, this would 
have a better efl'ect than many victor 
ies and would remove long misunder- 
standings. The Pall Mall Gazette alone 
of the influential London papers pleads 
for generous treatment of the Boers, 
who won their liberties fairly and 
squarely fit Maiuba Hill. Miss Colon- 
so also thinks that the English debt 
should nut be imposed upon the Boers.

THE PROPOSED CHANGE OF RAIL- 
WAY ROUTE. 

THE EFFECT 0£T THE COUNTRY AT 
LARGE CONSIDERED 

Lotter from Mr. Gilbert Malcolm 
Sproat . 

To the Editor. — There is a subject 
on which my late visit to the interior 
suggests a few observations. 

A change of the railway line from 
Yellowhead Pass to any more souther- 
ly pass, which seems to be contemplat- 
ed by the railway company, may or 
may not be advantageous to thetu and 
to Canada in general; but one thing i.s 
clear, namely, that if consummated, a 
vast loss will, so far as I can see, be 
incurred by the producing and distri- 
buting class in British Columbia in 
benefits fairly to be expected from the 
expenditure upon the construction of 
the Kamloops \ ellowhead line, which 
benefits will not be enjoyed if the line 
crosses tho Rocky Mountains to the 
southward of the Yellowhead Pass. 

("hi r trade can follow with security 
and convenience the line of construc- 
tion if the railway should be made 
from Kamloops up the Thompson val- 
ley and to Yellowhead Pass; but the 
physical nature of the country to the 
west ward of t he river Columbia, ex- 
hibiting a mountain wall between the 
Thompson and Columbia valleys, will 
practically shut out our trade from the 
southeastern or Columbia-Kootenay 
section of the province, wherein there 
will be a great construction expendi- 
ture in the event of a more southerly 
pass than Yellowhead Pass being 
adopted. The great bulk of (po/haps 
all; tho required supplies will reach 
the Columbia-Kootenay section from 
eastern Canada or from the adjoining 
American territory soon to lie travers- 
ed, Mr. Villard tells us, by the Nor- 
thern Pacific Railway. 

There will be assuredly a general, 
but not necessarily a permanent, drop 
in values in this province when railway 
const ruction -expend it ure ceases. 

The adoption of a more south tIv 
pass than Vellowhead Pass may, for 
the reason above stated, accelerate the 
period of this drop bv some years. 

This question of a change of route, 
menacing the value of every field and 
house, and trader's and banker's busi- 
ness south of Clinton, and, administra 
lively, in Sir Charles Tttpper's hands, 
does not appear to hav e been even men 
tioned to him during hi- ; lale v isit to 
the province. 

Ttto proper way, however, to deal 
with this, and other provincial ques- 
tions, is not by portwine addresses, but 
by tho resolute concurrence of all our 
senators and members in a distinct pol- 
icy and clapping their votes on the top 
of it. Ten vears of Confederation have 
failed to teach us the rudimentary 
truth that the weight of our combined 
vote at Ottawa— not our dining, and 

wining anil w liininy « ill id \> n vn moan 
ure our political value in theeyes of any 
government there, whether led by n 
Macdonald, a Mackenzie or ;i Blake. 
It is the fault of the constituencies 
more than tho fault, of tin- member;;. 
Any scrub in British Columbia thinks 
himself qualified to lake a hand in 
playing against astute, experienced Ca- 
nadian politicians versed in the game. 
We should get on better if we were 
fill put in a bag and the conceit shaken 
out of us. 

Tho existing bargain binds the rail- 
way company to the Yellow-head Pass, 
but, as suzerains of Canada, the direc- 
tor?, probably, will- not have niueli dif- 
ficulty in obtaining permission to 
abandon that pass. In that event, if 
wc must sup with the Devil, let us look 
out for the longest spoon. Construct- 
ing solely eastward from Kamloops 
would suit our book': but the govern- 
ment could hardly be expected toon 
force that condition upon the railway, 
having regard to the total time limit. 
A condition that the short loop con- 
necting Shuswap Lake with the Colum- 
bia river, through Ragle Pass (the only 
cut in the above mentioned wall) 
should be finished for traffic on any 
terms within a fixed parly period, would 
help us somewhat; but the obstructions 
to continuous navigation higher up that 
river ( round the bend ) would still 
weight us in the competition Poor 
British Columbia !

Adjournod Enquiry into tao Payno 
Firo. 

The coroner, Hon. A. F. Pemberton, 
and tho jury enipannelled onthecase took 
their seats at 1.40 p. in. yesterday in thn 
Police Court. 

Jas. McNerhaiiie, sworn and examined 
by Mr. T. Davie — Remember the night of 
the tire; saw Payne and his wife shortly 
before the lire at the Willows; was induced 
to go there because Payne and his wife 
were having a good time there; talked 
with Payne .and he treated; sifter this 
Payne invited witness out of doors; ob- 
served what he supposed to be a fog ris- 
ing ; Payne said he believed that was 
smoke; saw that it wsis smoke; shortly 
after; did not tsiko it for smoke 
at first; remember giving a statement to 
the sergeant of police; there was somo 
discrepancy in tho matter; Payne sug- 
gested that it might be smoke; lie did not 
call Payne's attention to smoke it was all 
fog on his part; after discovering that it 
was smoke ran a short distance, then re- 
turned and told Mr. Payne that ho be- 
hoved his house was on lire; when he got 
there he knocked in a back window to try 
and get out a stove; Payne and Corbet t 
were ahead of him; Payne told witness 
they were going to have a turkey for din- 
ner next day and wanted him to dine; did 
what he could to save clothes on lines 
and other things; ssiw Mrs. Pay no lying 
in the fern pulling hor hair stud crying 
terribly about $L'00 which she had under 
the carpet; she was perfectly frantic about 
this and other things which w ere destroy- 
ed; worked at the lire till about 11 o'clock 
with others; front door was broken in 
when witness arrived; the whole in- 
side of tho houso was on lire; was si 
pretty good fireman, had been one fur 
years; Corhett produced a bottle of whis- 
key which was picked up near the en- 
trance to the premises; did not know 
whether Payne owed Corbott any money. 

Mrs. Payne was here called on t" sign 
her deposition taken on Thursday. 

In reply to Mr. T. Davie Mrs. Payne 
stated that she had once got $10 from 
Wilson as a loan; this wsis about three 
months ago at her own house; did not get 
the S'-OO from Wilson; never said to any- 
body that she had got it from him; he 
was boarding with her at the time and he 
took it out in board; did not remember 
how much a week he paid; ho did not 
pay anything more to her for board. 

A. '1'. Corhett, sworn and examined by 
Mr. T. Davie — Hod been working at the 
Driving Park for Mr. Payne; Wilson paid 
him 85 for work- there; could not say 
when he squared up with Payne; it wsis some 
time before the lire; had some little difli- 
culty in getting his money; was there on 
tho night of the lire; had dinner there 
that day; Payne said he would like to 
have him there on Friday if ho had noth- 
ing else to do, as he wanted to have some- 
body on hand to go for a doctor when re- 
quired; left the house about dark on the 
evening of the lire; Mr. and Mrs. Payne, 
tho servant girl and two other persons, 
left the house together; Payne had bor- 
rowed a gun from Mrs. Haynes and that 
was to be returned; Mrs. Psiyne did not 
like to be alone and she said she would go 
too; there was a light when he left in the 
front room:a candle was lit and he thought 
a lamp too; thcrj was a small lire also; it 
was nearly burnt out and he had put on a 
small piece of bark just to keep the fire 
in; the candle was put out; did not re- 
member Payne or his wife saying that the 
lamp chimney was broken; did not recol- 
lect anyone saying that the lamp could 
not be lit on account of the chimney be- 
ing broken; if he had said so to Sergeant 
Bloomfield he must have thought so at 
the time; would not swear thai he tlid 
not tell the police that the lamp was not 
lit: got some whiskey sit the Willows for 
Mr. Payne; it msih si bottle of Bourbon; 
drank some of it and left the bottle in tho 
front room, others drsmk some of it like- 
wise: Psiyne told witness that he took it 
out of tho room while the house was on 
lire; witness took tho bottle away and 
put it in the fern; he did not want good 
good liquor spoiled; stayed there to keep 
the tire from spreading; he and "Mac" 
finished it; there was an old man named 
Drummond there, si member uf parlia- 
ment; he drank some of it; there wsis 
nothing to indicate danger of lire when he 
left; had no theory about the origin of it; 
did not say that the place wsis set on tire; 
knew what Wilson was arrested for; it 
wsis fur arson on the other side; Wilson 
was staying there sit the time the lire took 
place. 

To tiie Coroner It was about '_' hours 
after the witness left tho houso fill the fire 
brokeout ;diil not see smoke; first thing he 
know about it was the cry of tire ; there 
was no wind; the house was si mass of 
tire and smeko when ho arrived; the lirat 
door broken open was the front one ;, mid 
not get out anything. 

Mrs Fanny Haynes, sworn Lived at 
the Willows; remembered Mr. and .Mrs. 
Payne coming there on the night of the 
fire; took Airs. Payne into the parlor; 
Corhett and Payne came in alter; they 
went from the bar to the verandah on 
more than one occasion; thought Payne 
kept going from the bar to the verandah 
after Corhett left; the lire was discovered 
about 8 o'clock; they were told that it 
was either smoke or fog and to remain a 
while longer; Mrs. Payne rushed out lu 
see what it was; she did not want to lose 
everything she had, and said thoro were 
8200innotesundorthccarpot;did not notice 
anything particular further only that she 
was much excited and did not want to lose 
her property; had been at Payne's house 
two or three reeks before the tire; it was 
furnished comfortably ; was only in the 
sitting room; saw one trunk there; there 
might have been mure; Mrs. Payne was 
at the Willows the night before the tire; 
she had a shawl on then, and the night of 
the lire she had oil a dolman; she and 
Wilson bad been at her house once; had 
never heard Mrs. Payne addrsss Wilson 
personally; Payne .always addressed Wil- 
son as "Charley'' and Wilson addressed 
Psiyne sis "John. " 

To Mr. Drake Mrs. Payne told wit- 
ness that she left tho lamp turned down 
and that there was a small fire. 

Molinda Haynes, sworn— Mrs. Psiyne 
never mentioned having §200 by her; she 
never said she got it from Wilson; ncvei 
had any conversation with her about it; 
did not know she had it till after the lire; 
was present when she spoke about losing 
the money; had never been out riding 
with Mrs. Payne. 

II. F. Ilcisterman, sworn— Was agent 
of the Phenix of Brooklyn Insurance 
Company; remembered Payne applying 
for a policy of insurance about tho loth of 
August with a man he called Charlea J. 
Wilson; said he had bought property of 
Bowkor, (iO acres of land for §0500, and 
had paid §1000 on account; subsequently 
Bowkor confirmed this; Payne said he 
wanted to build a house but in tho mean- 
time he had moved into a small house and 
that ho had furniture and effects in it 
worth §1200 and wanted to insure for 
more than two-thirds of the value; issued 
a policy of insurance on beds and bed 
room furniture 8150, sewing machine SfoO, 
parlor am] dining room furniture 8300, 



carpets and window curtains S 70, kitchen 
furniture, glassware, crockery, &c, 880, 
wearing apparel §250. amounting in all to 
$900; said he owed Mr. Weiler 8*50 and 
wished to secure him an the policy; tho 
policy was made out in Mrs. Payne's 
name; gave it to Mr. Weiler; about a 
fortnight before the tire he found out that 
Payne had been arrested and that he had 
effected the insurance under false pre- 
tences, also that he was much in debt; 
sent a notice to Weiler inconsequence; on 
the morning after the lire witness went 
to where it had taken place; he saw Mr. 
Haynes; on Monday morning Payne came 
to the office; he spoke about thu lire and 
said he had lost everything, even his coat 
and vest and that his wife hsid lost 8200 
in money; he said there was a small piece 
of bark on lire in the tire place and the 
lamp was burning low; tho houso must 
havo been set on fire; there had been a 
Chinaman that had been bothering his 
wife for wages along time and he thought 
he had set the houso on fire: witness then 
suggested an inquest; Payne had no vest 
on when he called at the office. 

To Mr. Pollard - The half of tho policy 
was assigned to Weiler the day it was 
made out. 

Sarah Hoi way, sworn Worked for 
Mrs. Payne about six weeks ago; was 
there for a w eek doing general house 
work at the bouse that was burnt down; 
there were three trunks in tho house; one 
of them was empty; one was used to keep 
dirty linen in; the other had baby linen, 
shirts and underclothing in it; also 
.some dress goods not made up; tho trunk 
was full of clothing; there were live dres- 
ses hanging up, three calico ones and two 
stuff; there were some hats hanging up; 
did not know how much the underclothing 
was worth ; there wsis a bureau with three 
drawers in it; did not know what was in 
them; could not say where Mr. Payno 
kept his clothing; she only saw what he 
wore; did not see any hanging up; there
